To The Residents of Torrance

In a recent issue of this pa­ 
per a letter was addressed to 
you from, the City Trustees call­ 
ing attention to several late 
ordinances for cleanliness and 
general welfare. One prohibit­ 
ing the dumping of grass cut­ 
tings and other rubbish in gut­ 
ters; another prohibiting the 
storing of goods, empty boxes 
or building materials on the 
side walks and parkings.

The garbage and refusa dis­ 
posal ordinance was explained, 
stating that a garbage can with 
a tight cover was required, and 
that the trustees had arranged 
with the manufacturer for the 
cans at a very low price, and 
that the hardware stores in 
Torrance had offered to assist 
in the "Clean Torrance" cam­ 
paign by handling the cans at 
the cost pflce at which the city 
could buy them.

After this price, which was a 
direct quotation from the 
manufacturer, had gone to press 
the manufacturer withdrew his 
quotation, stating that he could 
not furnish the cans direct be­ 
cause of certain trade customs, 
established with the wholesale 
hardware houses.

Messrs. Paxman and Reeves 
then offered to save the pro­ 
position by selling the cans at 
the cost price to them eighty- 
five cents each for the five gal­ 
lon cans and $1.07 each for the 
six and a half gallon can.

This price is fifteen per eent 
of the regular retail price, and 
will be maintained until the 
end of August.

It therefore oeiiooves avery 
resident to take advantage of 
this generous offer and pur­ 
chase the cans immediately.
